In its original form, it sought to 
aid families in the $4,000 to $6,000 
bracket by offering no-down-pay - 
ment, 
10-y ear m ortgages to buy 
homes, 
and sim ilar - term , 
low - 
interest rate loans to non-profit 
groups to build apartm ents. 
Gore 
attacked 
40 - y ear m ort­ 
gages as unsound and im practi­ 
cal. Sen. John Sparkm an, D-Ala., 
floor m anager for the 
bill, 
de­ 
fended them as the key provision 
in the m easure designed to aid 
“ poor folks” through low monthly 
pay ments. 
After much oratory and lots of

Sparkm an finally devised a sub­ 
stitute 
which

back into the bill by a 47 to 42 
vote early today . 
The only significant concession 
he made was to require a down 
pay m ent

Thirty Republicans and 19 Dem­ 
ocrats voted for the Gore am end­ 
m ent;

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WISE DECENTRALIZATION 
Persons concerned about an apparently 
steady increase in centralization of gov ern­ 
ment can take heart from one recent power 
shift. In accordance with labor law amend­ 
ments that were made in 19 59 but hav e just 
become effectiv e, employ e election cases 
will henceforth be handled almost entirely 
by regional offices of the National Labor 
Relations Board. 
In the past, contested petitions were re­ 
ferred directly to Washington. This was 
true not only of petitions to choose collec­ 
tiv e bargaining representativ es, but also of 
cases in which employ ers questioned repre­ 
sentation or employ es asked for decertifi­ 
cation of unions. From now on, decisions in 
such cases will be made in the 28 regional 
NLRB offices. 
There are prov isions for rev iew of re­ 
gional directors’ decisions by the national 
board in Washington, but only on narrowly 
limited grounds. Directors in the regional 
offices will hav e wide latitude in calling elec­ 
tions, designating unions as bargaining 
agents, and issuing rulings on a v ariety of 
matters hav ing to do with employ e elec­ 
tions. 
Although final judgment on this change 
must be reserv ed until the new sy stem has 
been tested for awhile, the decentraliza­ 
tion appears at this stage to be an ex cellent 
thing. Congress acted wisely to ex pand the 
decision-making powers of the regional 
NLRB directors. It will again act wisely if 
it approv es the President’s reorganization 
plan, now before it, to ex tend this regional 
decision-making authority to unfair labor 
practice cases as well as to those inv olv ing 
elections. 


CRACKDOWN ON WASTE 
When a congressional committee brings 
to light the fact that the Army pay s $1.25 
for an aircraft part the Air Force buy s for 
24 cents, the citizen may cock his ear and 
reflect he has heard something like that be­ 
fore. Indeed he has. 
The ring of familiarity persists as the 
committee—a House inv estigating subcom­ 
mittee, in this case, of which Rep. Edward 
Hebert of Louisiana is chairman—elicits 
from the U.S. comptroller general a detailed 
report on how the armed forces waste tax 
money by neglecting to get competitiv e 
bids. This is understandable, too. 
The feeling of hav ing heard it all before 
Is understandable because such rev elations 
hav e been made at interv als during the past 
sev eral y ears. When the comptroller gen­ 
eral testified recently that the Nav y could 
hav e sav ed more than a million dollars on 
one small batch of purchases by buy ing di­ 
rectly rather than through subcontractors, 
that was disturbing but not startling; it was 
o ld stuff to tax pay ers. 
This is scandal compounded—the initial 
scan d al of loose, wasteful buy ing practices, 
an d the further scandal that there has been 
n o finn action to eliminate such abuses in 
the armed forces. And in the light of this 
compound scandal it is all the more gratify ­ 
in g that President Kennedy has offered 
“fu ll cooperation” in a driv e against Pen­ 
tag o n waste. 
That is what the situation demands. 
Both civ ilian and military officials in the 
Pentagon need to be prodded until they 
act to tighten up all along the line on 
si lending. Those responsible for lax ity in 
the face of committee rev elations should be 
disciplined and, in ex treme cases, ousted. 
There is no justification for wasting tax 
money . This is particularly true when 
waste cheats the nation of some of the 
things it needs for defense.

LABOR’S NEWEST PROBLEM 
The high tariff was a capitalistic dev ice to 
build the new and infant industries of the United 
States. It was Alex ander Hamilton, back in the 
day s when George Washington was President, 
who wrote a report on manufacturers that laid the 
foundation for our national economic policies. The 
tariff was not dev ised only to bring money into 
the Treasury but ev en more to protect the indus­ 
tries from being drowned in a sea of imports. 
In recent y ears, American management has 
sought foreign markets and has ev en ex ported 
capital and machinery abroad. Howev er, the 
worker cannot ex port his job. He either works 
here or he is out of a job. This has giv en concern 
to many labor union officers who see their indus­ 
tries destroy ed by the course of ev ents. The tariff 
on the glass industry ’ has since 19 48 been cut 
from 60 per cent to 14.8 per cent with the result 
that the plate glass in the United States is under­ 
sold by European and Japanese producers who 
hav e gained about one-third of the domestic 
market. 
Enoch R. Rust. International Second Vice 
President of the United Glass and Ceramic Work­ 
ers, quotes the interesting statement of Rene 
Lambert, a Belgian producer of sheet glass: 
“ American companies, not knowing when the 
strikes were going to be settled, placed orders 
and cov ered their requirements for an indefinite 
period with the foreign manufacturers and, con­ 
sequently , imports continued at higher than nor­ 
mal lev el during the first nine months of I9 60.” 
From the labor union standpoint this inter­ 
feres with the union’s ability to strike and there­ 
fore with its v ery ex istence. Of this Rust say s; 
“ When men hit the streets, they hope to win 
their fight because the struck company or indus­ 
try can no longer turn out the goods they had 
been producing. Retail customers can’t buy . In­ 
dustrial customers can’t buy and face the pos­ 
sibility of hav ing to shut down their plants. And 
so they put pressure on the owners to meet work­ 
ers’ demand.” 
. 
When, howev er, the goods can be picked up 
in Belgium or Japan from 12 to 19 per cent less 
than the American price, the strike in the United 
States becomes purposeless because the goods can 
be obtained elsewhere. From the standpoint of 
the labor union, the imported goods become a 
strike breaker. 
This raises a great many questions of union 
membership, the standard of liv ing of American 
workers, the sociological problems of unemploy ­ 
ment or partial unemploy ment and so on. Some 
doubt the intensitv of unemploy ment because they 
discount the factor of partial employ ment which 
can disturb the economics of a family as muCTi 
as full unemploy ment. 
According to Rust: 
"Last y ear, 7,000,(XX) box es of sheet glass 
were imported into the United States. That s the 
equiv alent of 3,70(1,000 hours of lost work for 
American glass workers and approx imately equal 
to the annual production of three United States 
sheet glass plants. 
“ Or to put it another way , if that sheet glass 
had been made in the United States, 1,9 00 sheet 
glass workers would hav e been employ ed to make 


This is the gist of our present industrial prob­ 
lem. The economist wonders how a creditor na­ 
tion can limit the import of goods from countries 
which seek dollars to pay their debts, whereas 
the American worker is beginning to wonder how 
he is to hold his job in competition with lower 
wages. To this query , he must add the factor of 
tflXCS 
This question cannot be solv ed by political 
argument because in a free country , the unem­ 
ploy ed worker has a v ote the same as the em­ 
ploy ed worker. He will not long tolerate condi­ 
tions which produce unemploy ment. His family 
budget is based upon annual employ ment for at 
least 40 hours a week. In the 19 20’s Sov iet Russia 
solv ed such problems by liquidation but in this 
country it is not possible to liquidate workers be­ 
cause they object to unemploy ment. In fact, the 
Sov iet labor union is an instrument of the gov ­ 
ernment and the Communist Party , and there­ 
fore ex ists more to discipline the worker rather 
than to defend him. 
This then is our most serious domestic prob­ 
lem we face and it does not seem possible that 
it can be solv ed without protecting American 
prices within the United States. On the other 
hand, this country has made numerous commit­ 
ments against a high protectiv e tariff. Here is an 
obv ious conflict between a social and a political 
solution to a v ery serious economic problem.

Q— Is it true that, after adopting a child, many 
childless couples are able to hav e a child of their 
own? 
A—Until result* of a statistical study at the 
Univ ersity of California were published, I per­ 
sonally believ ed there was an occasional relation­ 
ship between adoption and successful pregnancy 
in a prev iously infertile couple. Like so many 
other phy sicians, I had been witness to this 
happy ev entuality . 
I remember most v iv idly a couple whose mar­ 
riage had been childless tor ov er IO y ears and 
who had three children of their own in rapid suc­ 
cession after adoption of a baby . 
Howev er, the California study does not bear 
out this impression on a purely statistical basis. 
Thus, of 78 wiv es who had not been pregnant 
prev iously , only four conceiv ed within two y ears 
of the adoption. After the two y ear period of ob­ 
serv ation, another eight impregnated but these 
late conceptions were not regarded by the in­ 
v estigators as hav ing been influenced by the 
adoption. 
Perhaps the best way of considering the prob­ 
lem is to think in terms of the fulfillment 
afforded by the adoption itself and to regard sub­ 
sequent pregnancy as sn added boon. 
Q—How- soon after an abdominal operation is 
safe to bathe or shower? 
A—If the wound is clean and secure, it is safe 
to bathe or preferably shower as early as the 
third postoperativ e day . A study conducted at 
Washington Univ ersity in St. Louis rev ealed no 
ill-effects in a group of IOO patients whose clean, 
secure wounds were left undressed and who were 
permitted to bathe or shower on the second or 
third postoperativ e day . To be sure, there were 
sev en minor wound disturbances but none that 
could be attributed to the early bathing. 
In point of fact, another group of 102 patients 
who did not bathe at this early time was studied 
for comparison and the number and ty pe of wound 
complications were quite similar. 
Q—My children look at telev ision at least two 
hours ev ery day , and longer on Saturday s and 
Sunday s. I'v e read that this is harmful to the 
ey es. Can y ou tell me the best way to regulate 
their telev iewing? 
A—I’m sorry to tell y ou that the British Medi­ 
cal Journal reports that “ there is no basis for 
assuming that prolonged telev ision v iewing is re­ 
sponsible for causing refractiv e errors in chil­ 
dren.” 
This report does not take into consideration, of 
course, the harm done to dev eloping y oungsters 
by a steady diet of v iolence, gunplay , slapstick 
and stupidity .

My personal suggestion for regulating tele­ 
v iewing is to get the adv ance schedule for the 
week in y our Sunday newspaper and then sched­ 
ule what y ou want y our children to see at stated 
times.

His great indictment 
of dupes in the clergy nev er was 
fairly disputed ev en though Joe 
McCarthy , who had engaged him 
to serv e bis Senate committee, 
was doomed by a false campaign 
which 
damned 
the 
Matthews 
treatise as an attack on Chris­ 
tianity . It was nothing of the 
kind. Matthews is a Protestant 
minister and a scholar on relig­ 
ion. His essay did not accuse 
those clergy whom he discussed 
of knowing guilt. He said they 
were, mainly , dupes, misled by 
their Christian charity and pity , 
and ex ploited by clev er traitors 
to the principles and structure 
of this country ’s gov ernment. 
There is a similar misunder­ 
standing of the nature and af­ 
fairs of the National Association 
for the Adv ancement of Colored 
People. To mention this society 
in connection with communism 
was to smear most Negro edu­ 
cators and ministers. Thus the 
influence of communism in tho 
NA ACP gradually has become a 
forbiden subject. And today Mat­ 
thews is one of the few Ameri­ 
can authorities on the my stery 
who can make his knowledge 
clear to reasonable intelligence. 
In 19 58 the legislativ e commit­ 
tee of the Florida Legislature 
held a hearing in Tallahassee at 
which Matthews gav e sworn tes­ 
timony .

Matthew’s discussion of the 
NA ACP begins with the flat 
statement that it is not a Com­ 
munist front.

“ principles” do not prev ent a 
person from holding high offices 
in the NAACP and in a Commu­ 
nist organization, tex ). 
As ex ample, he named two 
NAACP officials who were, he 
said, at the same time officers of 
two highly influential Communist 
bodies.
